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Town inks solar contracts

They’re getting warmer. 
Cohasset's Alternative 
Energy Committee (AEC) 
is closer than ever to bring- 
ing solar power to town. 
Nearly two years after 
selecting a winning bidder 
to install solar panels on the 


town-owned capped landfill 
at 81-91 Cedar Street, and 
one year after that bidder 
Broadway Electric) ended 
up being sold, the town has 
inked contracts with the 
runner-up. Palmer Capital - 
finalizing negotiations that 
started last summer. 

It's been a long time 
coming. The AEC has spent 


the past few years shopping 
for solar panel vendors and 
presenting proposed plans 
to the Board of Selectmen. 
School Committee. Advi- 
sory Committee and Town 
Meeting. 

Now. three years after 
Town Meeting approved 
a 20-year lease for the 
Cedar Street landfill at 


and Middle-1 ligh School 
roof ! the latter of which 
was later axed as a project, 
due to the root’s age and 
tendency to leak), the AEC 
hopes to finally move for- 
ward w itli the first phase of 
the project. 

Tile goal is for the town 
to reap energy savings by 
being able to purchase 


electricity from the solar 
vendor at a discounted 
rate, a process known as 
net metering. According to 
previous reports, the town 
could expect to save from 
*600.000 to SI million 
over the project's 20-year 
span.

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With climbing temper- 
atures and melt mg snow, 
it seems Cohasset is leav- 
ing snow da\ s behind. 

At least, the School 
i Committee seems opti- 
i in is tie that snow days 
are a thing of the past for 
t he rest of the school year, 
i voting last week to keep 
the 2014-2015 school 
calendar the same, with 
school ending as sched- 
uled on Friday, June 26. 

'file state requires 
schools to have 180 
school days per year. 
Thanks to this winter’s 
record-breaking snowfall 
(over 100 inches accumu- 
lated in Cohasset between 
January and February) 
Cohasset used seven 
snow days, which were 
built into the calendar. 

With the new fiscal 
year starting on July 1, 
the end of June is the 
latest that districts can 
keep students in school. 

While school officials 
discussed creative ways 
to fit in all 180 school 
days, including Saturday 
school, school on Good 
Friday (which is tradi- 
tionally a day off), or 
canceling April vacation 
(April 17-26), the board 
sought community input 
via an online survey.

the decision to keep the

Award-winning novelist 
Lily King is guest speaker

Of over 300,000 books 
published in the United 
States last year, about 
60 made the cover of the 
"New York Times Sunday 
Book Review," and most 
of those titles were nonfic- 
tion. So when Lily King's 
novel appeared in that 
iconic spot last June, fic- 
tion readers took notice. 
Mrs. King will speak about 
her latest prize-winning 
novel, "Euphoria," at 
Sunday Author talks, at 
4 p.m.. on March 22. at 
the Paul Pratt Memorial 
Library. 

The novel is inspired 
by the life and spirit of 
anthropologist Margaret 
Mead, early champion 
of women's rights and 
sexual freedom, among 
many other causes. Based 
on Mead's work in the 
early l‘)30s with a matri- 
archal tribe in the South 
Pacific, the story is set on 
the Sepik River in New 
Guinea — seven hours in a 
motorized canoe from the 
nearest settlement.

Davis describes her 
classes as "open-ended art 
and free exploration." On 
her website for Willow, she 
quotes Mary Lou Cook, a 
proponent of the Reggio 
Emilia style: “Creativity 
is inventing, experiment- 
ing, growing, taking risks, 
breaking rules, making 
mistakes, and having fun." 

Willow classes focus on 
the "whole child" learning 
and expressing the child’s 
voice, Davis explained. 
“Children have the oppor- 
tunity to dive deep into 
their imagination, senses 
and theories," as well 
as “express their ideas 


tne education Held lor IS 
years. She became a certi- 
fied teacher after attending 
college in North Carolina, 
later relocating to New York 
City, where she taught at a 
private preschool and “first 
learned about the Reggio 
Emilia approach." She also 
worked as the director of 
admissions and a curricu- 
lum specialist. 

Davis found that the 
method tied students into 
their surrounding com- 
munity. As her two children 
grew older, she and her 
husband decided to move to 
Cohasset; they've been back 
in town for two years. 

“We wanted to come back 
w here they would have 
more space and indepen- 
dence," Davis said of the 
move. 

Now, she has the oppor- 
tunity to teach children in 
her home community. Davis 
launched Willow this past 
January.

Class sizes range from 
six to 10 students. "I like 
to keep class sizes small so 
kids get individual atten- 
tion." said Davis.

While there are classes 
for a variety of age groups, 
right now, Davis said her 
school “mainly caters to the 
preschool" crowd. “It's so 
fun," she added. 

There is also a Wednes- 
day morning “mommy and 
me" for toddlers. 

Looking around the 
studio, students will find 
a degree of materials that 
help foster their creative 
development - ranging 
from basic art supplies like

markers and crayons, to 
more complex materials 
like pastels, day. and natu- 
ral and recycled objects. 

Children get their pick 
of materials in 'the ''provo- 
cations" - activities or 
learning centers - Davis 
sets up. 

"It's helping them explore 
their ideas and thoughts by 
providing them the materi- 
als to do it." Davis said of 
her studio’s style. "It's not 
telling them what or how- 
to do it . It allows them 
to think for themselves 
and problem solve, and to 
explore and experiment in 
a w ay that's meaningful to 
them." 

Davis said she also tries to 
tie in Willow's projects with 
the community at large. 
When the High School 
was putting on its annual 
Recycled pArts night, 


Davis provided recycled 
and found objects for her 
students to use to make 
their own eco-friendly art 
projects. 

The one thing she won t 
do is tell students what, 
exactly, to make. While 
they could be encouraged 
to make their own animal. 
“They could end tip build- 
ing a house," I )a\ is said. 

"If a teacher is telling you 
information over and over, 
you’re not necessarily going 
to retain that inl’ormatii >n.

was no question that 
Tom would receive the 
honor judging from the 
unprecedented number of 
heartfelt nominations that 
were submitted by dozens 
of local citizens for the 
annual recognition that 
dates back to 1993. 

Charlie Long of North 
Main Street may have 
said it best in his nomina- 
tion. "He does so much for 
everyone in town and asks 
for nothing in return. He 
works with a smile on his 
face. He works so hard for 
veterans and our service- 
men and women. He puts 
American flags up all over 
town all year. 

“He is citizen of our 
time." I-ong said. 

In fact. Cohasset’s 
Memorial Day observances 
have become renown 
across the South Shore 
and beyond in large part 
due to Tom’s dedication. 
The annual spectacular 
display of American flags 
on the Healing Field, orga- 
nization of the Healing 
Field dedication ceremony, 
the Memorial Day parade, 
arranging for a speaker 
of the day and more - all 
have Tom’s stamp on them. 

He is a force behind 
Cohasset’s annual 9/H 
ceremony that has con- 
tinued when many towns 
no longer hold a solemn 
observance on that day. He 
makes sure veterans are 
aware of the annual Vet- 
erans Day event at Deer 
Hill School and invites 
the student essay winners 
to speak on the Veterans 
Day observance at Vet- 
erans Memorial Park on 
Nov. 11 each year that he 
organizes. 

Cohasset students 
have had the chance to 
participate in Boys State 
and Girls State, thanks to 
Tom’s involvement in pro- 
moting the program. 

As commander of the 
local Sons of American 
Legion chapter, Tom - a 
past national commander 
of the organization - has 
displayed leadership and 
a patriotic spirit that is an 
inspiration to all. 

He places flags on the 
graves of veterans in our 
cemeteries, visits hos- 
pitalized veterans along 
with Dee, who is head 
of the Ladies Auxiliary, 
and cares for the flags at 
town memorial squares 
honoring fallen service 
members.

Even the entire staff at 
Town Hall, all wearing 
Wiggy Strong shirts, posed 
recently for a group photo 
of encouragement. 

During the interview 
for our story, Tom did 
break into the occasional 
smile when reminded 
of a humorous memory.

as there often is, and now 
it is about forcing growth, 
while awaiting the grand 
melting from this extraor- 
dinary Winter season. So 
ask not for whom the soil, 
and the fanners toll, the 
soil and we toll for thee, 
and seedlings and plants. 
Then, for eventual pro- 
duce and the fruits of this 
March labor. 


water is a nice thought of 
coping with a possible dry, 
drought dominant August 
day. Oh to get to that soil, 
we must wait, persevere 
and feel the sun. 

But wait, what soil 
through yonder window 
breaks? 

In the kept-warm green- 
house, the farmers have 
their hands in the nutrient- 
rich potting soil. The bags 
that arrived in December 
have been brought in the 
sun-drenched (when it 
deigns to shine) green- 
house to thaw. The seeds 
are ready to be precisely- 
dropped into their cells 
and rows, with water from 
the silver can. The heat 
pads provide warmth from 
below and the fire is care- 
fully stoked through the 
long chilly nights. 

There is much to 
embrace this time of year,

turn it and place seeds in 
its confines.

The AF.C announced 
last week that agreements 
have been reached with 
two solar energy vendors, 
which will help the town 
develop solar power locally 
as w'ell as to assume the 
credits for a solar develop- 
ment at a third party site. 

According to Shaun Selha 
who co-chairs the AEC 
alongside Mane Caristi- 
Mar Donald, both initiatives 
will help reduce energy costs 
as the solar energy will be 
purchased for approxi- 
mately $0.09 per kilowatt 
hour (kWh;, compared to 
the current utility rates of 
approximately S0.20 'kWh. 

“The total estimated 
output of the two solar 
arrays is approximately .*50 
percent of the annual Town 
facility consumption levels," 
said Selha 

Last week, the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Man- 
ager Chris Senior signed 
ofr on both agreements - a 
power purchase and lease 
agreement with Palmer 
Capital to erect solar panels 
on the landfill, as well as an 
agreement with SolarCitv to 
purchase electricity from a 
third party site at a reduced 
cost relative to the standard 
utility rates. 

“VVe have fully executed 
contracts with both par- 
ties and will be moving 
full-steam ahead with both 
projects," said AEC co-chair 
Shaun Selha 

T he AEC also has two 
solar articles on the w arrant 
for the upcoming Annual 
Town Meeting (ATM), 
which will be held on Sat- 
urday, May 2 starting at 10 
am. in the Cohasset High 
School gymnasium. 

The first article asks 
voters to authorize leasing 
the two additional parcels 
of land that comprise the 
old landfill to develop and 
operate a solar power elec- 
tric generation facility. 

“When the first parcel 
of land was approved for 
leasing two years ago at 


the ATM. the AEC did not 
realize that the old landfill 
actually straddled two adja- 
cent parcels as well," said 
Selha “In order to maximize 
the amount of solar power 
development potential at 
the old landfill, the two 
additional parcels that make 
up the old landfill will need 
to be leased as well." 

The second article asks 
to adopt an "As-of- Right" 
zoning bvlaw for the three 
parrels constituting the old 
landfill. Selha explained that 
the “As-of-Right" siting pre- 
requisite mandates that the 
Town designate a pareel(s) 
of land as “As-of-Right" 
zoning for the production, 
manufacture, or research 
and development of alter- 
native or renew able energy. 

"Since the signed power 
purchase and lease agree- 
ment with Palmer Capital 
already covers the devel- 
opment of a solar array at 
the old landfill, those three 
parcels can be designated 
As-of-Right’ for solar energy 
production," said Selha 

The bylaw change would 
also satisfy- a prerequisite for 
Cohasset to earn a “Green 
Communities" designation 
by the state, said Selha. 
which would allow- the town 
to earn and apply for grants 
from the Dept, of Energy 
Resources (DOER), up to 
SI million each year. 

Once earning this des- 
ignation, Cohasset would 
be eligible to receive a 
$1+0,000 grant in the first 
year, along with another 
$10,000 for the solar panel 
project 

The AEC plans to pursue 
the Green Communities 
certification in earnest. 
Besides the solar power 
initiative, this designation 
also requires adoption of 
the state’s “stretch code," an 
energy-efficient state build- 
ing code, which is also an 
article on the ATM warrant. 

Selha said the AEC is 
also developing a five-year, 
20 percent energy reduc- 
tion plan, based on energy 
audits that were completed 
on the town’s facilities, “and 
the reductions that will be 


seen after those energy 
conservation measures 
are implemented. Some 
energy-saving measures 
have already hern put into 
play, he added. 

The AEC also has plans 
to track down all the active 
overhead streetlights in 
town, working with the 
High School to conduct 
a survey so that the town 
can procure the lights 
and retrofit them to LED 
lamps, which are more 
energy-efficient. 

Lastly, the committee 
is working with the town 
manager and Director of 
Project Management and 
Planning. Brian Joyce, on 
how to utilize the DOER’s 
“Energy Management 
System," a free, web-based 
program provided to 
municipalities. 

The AEC has uploaded 
two years worth of energy- 
consumption data to the 
site and the DOER is auto- 
matically populating the site 
with electricity and natural 
gas data." said Selha. “By 
keeping the site up to date, 
we can utilize it as a tool 
to determine our current 
baseline energy consump- 
tion levels and see the 
effects of our initiatives 
on both energy costs and 
reductions." 

In the meantime, what’s 
next for the long-awaited 
solar panel project? Palmer 
Capital is set to commence 
engineering design work 
for the landfill’s solar array, 
said Selha. “Once com- 
plete, they w-ill submit an 
interconnection agreement 
with National Grid. This is 
dependent upon approval 
of leasing of the two addi- 
tional parcels.” 

The AEC will wait while 
SolarCity assigns a third 
party site to match Cohas- 
set’s energy load; “After 
that they will move for- 
ward with development of 
the site." 

The AEC next meets on 
Monday, April 6.
